FEAR AS TO VOTE 
SHIFTS ATTITUDE 
OF PENNSYLVANIA 


Rallways’ Lawyer Tells Alder- 
men Only the “Use” of 
Streets Will Be Asked, 


ABIECTS THE WALLACE PLAN 


Union Station Company Sees In- 
justice to Shippers in Ter- 
minal Scheme. 


BY OSCAR E. HEWITT. 

A change of attitude by the Pennsylvania 
group of roads appeared at a meeting of 
the council committee on terminal ordi- 
nances last night. Howard Hayes;law part- 
ner of Robert Redfield, representing the 
Union Station company, told the aldermen 
the company ‘will not ask for the vacation 
of required streets for its new termina! sta- 
tion but will request only the use of them. 

‘In conferring with the compensation bu- 
reau,"’ said Mr. Hayes, “‘ we have been told 
the city will ask as much money for the 
use of the streets as for their vacation, and, 
therefore, we will not ask that they be 
vacated.”’ 

The compensation for the streets desired 
will total more than $2,000,000. Why the 
company in spending that amount of money 
should not buy the streets instead of renting 
them was not explained. It was probably 
unnecessary for most of the auditors present, 


Reason Seen in Vote Required. 

The. reason for the company’s attitude is 
that the law requires the votes of fifty-three 
aldermen to vacate streets, while only thirty- 
six votes are necessary to permit the use of 
streets. 
. ordinances through the council for vacation 
of streets seventeen aldermen —— prevent 
their passage. 

Later Attorney Redfield said that Attorney 


“Union Station company. He added 
not know whether or not the company will 
ask for the vacation of the required streets. 
Heretofore he has taken the position that the 
vacations are “absolutely necessary’ for 
the acceptance of the ordinances. 

His expresaidn probably means he will 
await the developments later, vacating the 
streets if the votes can be obtained by a 
change in sentiment or leas.ng them if the 
votes cannot be gotten. 


other Shift in Attitude. 

Heretofore the railways have spread the 
impression that they cannot accept ordi- 
nances for a passenger station unlees they 
obtain an ordinance for a freight terminal. 
Last night, however, the Peygnsyivania re- 
fused flatiy the plan of John F.. Wallace for 
the freight house and yards, and yet Mr. 
Redfield went on with the discussion of the 
passenger station. 

This refusal gave Mr. Wallace,'the city’s 
expert, an opportunity to appear in a new 
light. Upto that time he had not advocated 
anything which the roads refused. 

Mr. Wallace also rescinded publicly one of 
his often repeated resolutions not to urge 
questions of policy upon the aldermen. In 
addition he has said he did not want to 
bring the issue of electrification into this 
terminal question and ignored it in his orig- 
inal report. 


_ Touches on Electrification. 

He urged last night ‘‘a general provision 
that some form of motive power, methods, or 
appliances shall be used that will absolutely 
eliminate all smoke and obnoxious gases con- 
taminating the atmosphere, within five years 
after the completion and operation of the 
Union: station.” 

The rejection of the Wallace freight ter- 
minal plan by the Pennsylvania road was 
phrased by Mr. Redfield as follows: 

“ The Pennsylvania company’s officers have 


given the most careful consideration to the 


location of ita freight terminals, and the 
method of reaching them, which has been 
recommended by Mr. Wallace, in the hope 
that it might accept the same, even though 
it involved a gteat sacrifice in money and 
convenience. 


Sees Danger in Proposed Plan. 

“Tt is with great regret that it has reached 
the conclusion that the location and method 
of reaching it involves such serious difficul- 
ties and dangers ip operation that it cannot 
be adopted, either in justice to itself, its em- 
ployés, or to the shipping public, which it 

s to serve. 

“ A proposed entrance to a freight station 
south of Harrison-street, through a tunnel 
or subway covered at the street crossings, 
requires switching within the walls on se- 
vere curves and introduces so much danger 
ih the switching operation that it is un- 
willing to subject ite men to these hazards. 
The efficiency in operation would, for the 
same reasons, be very much impaired. And 
it would not then be in a position to as well 
serve the shippers as it now is, at the pres- 
ent location of its freight terminals. 

“The Pennsylvania company cannot, 
therefore, accept this feature of Mr. Wal- 
tace’s plan. It will, however, be. satisfied 
with a location south of Harrison street, 
reached by an elevated structure—an ele- 
vated approach from Twenty-second street, 
on the route hew before the committee.” 


From Operating Standpoint, 

The engineer for the: Pennsylvania addcd 
his company did hot think the plan prac- 
ticable from an operating standpoint. That 
appeared to roil Mr. Wallace more than any- 
thing since he came west to aid in the settle- 

of the terminal question. .

DIES IN FLORIDA|

GAVE MUCH TO CHARITY. 


Miami, Fla. Dec. 9.—[Special.J—William 
Deering, the harvesting machinery manufac- 
turer, died at his country home five miles 
south of the city of Miami late tonight. He 
had be®n ill for. several months following 
a paralytic stroke, 

Mr. Deering’s family had been almost con- 
stantly at his bedside for the last several 
days since it became apparent that he could 
not long survive. All hope of his recovery 
had been abandoned because of his advanced 
age of 88 years. 


CAME FROM PURITAN STOCK. 

Mr. Deering was born at South Paris, Me., 
on April 25. 1826, of a Puritan family, estab- 
lished in this country in 1634. He was edu- 
cated at Redfield seminary, in Maine, andi be- 
gan the study of medicine at Fryeburg, Me. 
His father, then president of the South Paris 
Manufacturing company, engaged in mak- 
ing woolen cloths, needing his help, he gave 

up the study of medicine and entered com- 
mercial life. 

In 1849 he married Abby Barbour, whe died 
in 1856, leaving him one child, Charles Deer- 
ing, who survives his father. 

After some years spent in his native town 


‘as manufacturer and merchant he became in- 


terested in western farming lands, of which 


he became a large owner. 

After the death of his first wife he returned 
to South Paris and engaged in business for 
several years. At thie time he married his 
second wife, Clara Hamilton, who survives 
him. 

The children of this marriage are James 
Deering, who survives his father, and Abby 
Deering, who married Richard F. Howe and 


died in 1906. 


Begins Business in Chicago. 

Visiting Chicago in 1870 he met an acquain- 
tance from Maine, BE. H. Gammon, who was 
engaged in selling agricultural machinery. 
With him he formed the firm of Gammon 
& Deering, which later became Gammon, 
Deering & Steward. . Lewis Steward was 
well known in Illinois as manufacturer, farm 
owner, and congressman. . In 1879 Mr. Deer- 
ing became the sole owner of the business. 
In 1870 Mr. Gammon’s chief business was 
the selling of the Marsh harvester. In 1879 
Mr. Deering was the sole manufacturer of 
this harvesting machine. 

It was in 1879 and 1880 that Mr, Deering, at 
the risk of his fortune, against the advice 
of some of his associates and amid the jeers. 
of his competitors, manufactured and put 
on the market the grain binder invented by 
J. F.\ Appleby, which automatically bound 
the sheaves with twine. This machine lacked 
much in the first years of being a complete 
success, and for a time fortune hung in the 
balatice. Mr. Deering’s energy; determina- 
tion, and genius finally won their triumph. 


The Twine Binder A 


| ppears. 
This success had been very great, but it was: 


jeopardized in its infancy by the apparent 
impossibility of finding twine adapted to use 
on the twine binder. Mr. Deering induced 
the late Edwin H. Fitler of Philadelphia to 
make an experimental lot of single fiber 
twine from the Manila fiber, and thus eoived 
the difficulty, while creating the opportunity 

for the founding of a new and great American

In 1902 the Deering Harvester company 
was merged with the International Har- 
vester company. 


Gifts Many and Large, 

His gifts to éducation and charity, espe- 
Clally to the Northwestern university, to the 
Garrett Biblical institute, of whose boards 
of trustees for many years he was president, 
and to the Wesley hospital of Chicago were 
large. 

In 1805 he gave $350,000 to the North- 
western university jubilee fund. His gifts 
aggregated on Dec. 31, 1910, $844,402. Since 
then other sums have been added. 


Some of His Other Charities. 

He built the Deering school at Lake Bluff 
for the accommodation of the orphanage lo- 
cated there. For years he has made an an- 
nual contribution to the Chicago Home Mis- 
sionary and Church Extengfon society of 
$5,000, and in 1910 gave $75,000 towards the 
endowment of the society. 

He contributed constantly to help in the. 
erection of churches and met appeals that 
came fram all sections of the country. No 
one knows the aggregate of his giving and it 
is doubtful if he knew himself, alfhough he 
was accurate and systematic in all of hie 
business transactions.

REBELS RAID GUNBOAT. 


9.—The Mexican congress 
today nullified the presidential elections. 
New elections are callea for next July. 

Congress, according to this action, expects 
Gen. Huerta to remain in the presidency for 
at least seven months more, and if the time 
necessary for the seleétion and installation 
of his successor is taken into consideration, 
it will be well towards the end of September 
next year before he yields his power to an- 
other. 

In voting that the recent presidential elec- 
tion was null the deputies decided to‘fix the 


the new election. They lig “confirmed the 
position of Gen. Huerta as provisional presi- 
dent until then. 


Cheers Disturb the Hearing. 

It was not until the last clause was read, 
referring to Gen Huerta as provisional presi- 
dent, that the chamber gave evidence other 
than that of a well trained organization. 
When the reading clerk stopped some one 
began applauding and then instantly the dep- 
~uties were shouting “ vivas’’ for Haerta. 

The measures taken tonight also provide 
for the election of a hew congress, since the 
one elected to take. the place of that dis- 
solved by Huerta is to serve out an unexpired 
term which should terminate on Sept. 15. 

The reason given for nullifying the elec- 
tions was the insufficiency of the number of 
votes cast. It was stated that the entire 
number of voting places in the republic is 
14,225 and that returns were received from 
707. 

Although there were no dissenting votes in 
the chamber, it was noted that the Catholic 
deputies absented themselves from the seg- 
sion. 

‘There has been a rumor current that @&n. 
Huerta may retire from the presidency be- 
cause of pressure from abroad and the ad- 
vance of the rebels from the north. 


Rebels Disable Gunboat. 

The rebels under Gen. Candido Aguiler, in 
the vicinity of Tuxpen, scored a success over 
the federal troops there yesterday by slip- 
ping round the edge of the town and boarding 
the gunboat Tuxpan while the federal troops 
were not looking, disabling the machinery 
and guns, and getting away with a quantity 
of dynamite. 

The surrender of Tampico has been de- 
manded by the rebel leadérs, Gens. Lucto 
Blanco and Pablo Gonsalez, according to ad- 
vices received here. The commander of the 
federal garrison, Gen. Ignacio Morelos Zara- 
goza, dared the rebels to come. 


Federals Near Mutiny. 

Presidio, Tex., Dec. 9.—With Gen. Salvador 
Mercado’s northern division of the Mexican 
federal army in bankruptcy and with the 
soldiers threatening mutiny unless they are 
paid, every restraint was enforced today to 
prevent a géneral rush of the federals across 
the river from Ojinaga, Mexico, into United 
States territory. 

The United States troops here, reinforced 
by other troops along the border in prepara- 
tion for an emergency. were informed of the 
Mexican troops’ threat to rush across the 
border. Rebe! agents who went into Ojinaga

“Second. A system cf regisi:auon of lob- 
byists and legislative agents should be made 
so that no person may engage as a business 
in such work here without there being a 
public record of his connection and the source 
cf his employment. 

“* Adequate penalties for the punishment of 
those who engage or conspire to improperly 
influence members of congress. 

“Third. While I regard the case of Repre- 
pentative McDermott as not the most vita’ 
thing developed by this inquiry, be.ng only a 
case of individual venality resulting from the 
vicious and corrupting influences which are 
shown have been in operation around the 
house, any refusal to recognize the enormity 
of such shocking disregard by a member of 
his solemn duty and trust cannot but tend to 
weaken the standing of the house. The dis- 
ciplinary powers of the house must be rigor- 
ously and unsparingly applied unless it is 


- intended to minimize the offense. 


“If within the power of congress, proceed- 
ings should be taken to cite the respons:ble 
officers and the agents of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers shown to have 
been engaged in improper lobbying activities 
and punish them for.contempt.”’ 


Disagrees Upon Conclusions. 

In explaining his reason for submitting 
views divergent from those of the majority 
Mr. MacDonald in his report says: 

“ Laboring as I do under the disadvan- 
tage of lack of experience along legislative 
lines, and in addition hampered by having 
been placed upon the committee at a late 
period to fill a regrettable vacancy occa- 
sioned by the protracted iliness of my col- 
league, Mr. Nolan of California, it is with the 
utmost reluctance that I feel obliged to differ 
with the findings of my colleagues. Not that 
I disagree as to the facts so far as stated 
therein, but only in my conclusions given 
herein and in the angle from which I view 
these facts, and which impels me to set forth 
what I believe to be the striking fundamental 
propositions developed by the inquiry. In 
my opinion, this inquiry has developed a situ- 
ation of a character so far reaching in its 
possible consequences as to challenge and 
demand the keenest attention. 

“* Congress, and the house of representa- 
tives in particular, was @esigned by the fa- 
thers of the constitution to be the head and 
front of our representati¥e form of govern- 
ment. Unless congress continues to occupy 
this position of honor, the balance Between 
the constitutional branches of the govern- 
ment is in danger. 

to Reveal Everything. 

“ Therefore, when anything develops which 
may, in the remotest degree, impair the 
standing of the house or reflect upon its in- 
tegrity, then its members are under solemn 
obligation to fearlessly and thoroughly 
search and expose to the public light every 
detail of the truth in regard to the same; 
unhesitatingly meet and proclaim the evils 
if any be found, and unhesitatingly and un- 
flinchingly propose and apply the most dras- 
tic remedies when found to be necessary, 
that the cause of the offense may be re- 
moved and its repetition made impossible. 

“The difficulty is in attaining thig result 
‘under the circumstances surrounding an in- 


quiry of this nature. The natural esprit de, 


corps of the house, the cordial fellowship 
brought about by daily close and intimate 
contact in common difficulties and embar- 
trassments; the broad human charity with 
which the members are imbued by these ex- 
periences—all militate against the scathing 
self-examination and self-revelation that 
must be made by-this body. It will not dp to 
stop at the fairest, most judicial statement of 
all the utmost detail of the matters investi- 
gated. We must not shut our eyes to deplora- 
ble conditions revealed thereby. 


Says Public Is Skeptical. 

“That congress has fallen somewhat from 
its high estate in the estimation of the Amer- 
ican people cannot be denied. Expérience 
has shown that executives have been ac- 
claimed by reason of the pc ‘pular belief that 
they have used their power to compel con- 
gress grudgingly and reluctantly to nerform 
its constitutional duties. 

“ There has been broadcast In the land for 
Many years a suspicion of the conditions 
existing in congress, which the revelations 
of this inquiry will tend and have tended 
by their publication in the public press t> 
confirm. This suspicion is not directed to 
mere cases of individual venality or corrupt- 
ness. It hag developed in public estimation 
to a state t amounts to a profound dis- 
trust of the whole system of the legislative 
branch. If any one has any doubt as to the 
correctness of my position in the matter. he 
lias only to read the undisputed portions of 
the letters and papers the publication of 
which brought about this inquiry. 

“ The belief has beeh common among the 
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people that the special interests were 80 
firmly intrenched in the legisigtive branch 
that the enactment of remedial laws, popu- 
larly demanded, has been either denied or 


only. partiaity ‘accorded—and’ then relue- 
tantly. : 


Refers to Wilson’s Charges. - 
“ During the presem congress the ‘presi- 


deni pubiiely charged that legislation was 
Deing interfered with by an insidious lobby; 


and these charges were met in congress With | 


increuuliiy and» even attempted ridicule. 
Yet oniy a few days passea before the dis- 
closures with which we are here confronted 
Ovougat overwheiming conereenen, 8 of these 
cna. ges. 

“While 1 do not mean to convey that there 
has been any whviesale incividual corrup- 
iON, OF eVen' many epecific cases that cap 
be denUm.na.ed'as cascs of peracnal venality, 
yet ihe record of this inquiry shows that:a 
S)Siem, none jhe less effectual, was built up 
and means offered thereby and used for the 
purpose of defeating and preventing remedial 
legislation. | 

’ There is only one portion of this record 
which presents any new features in our legis- 
lative history. That is the various activi- 
lies, political and otherwise, of the National 
Association of Manufacturers. It is the con- 
Giuons surrounding these activities that, in 
my opinion, constitute the vital matter of 
the inquiry. 


Convinced of N. A. M. Evil, 

”“ The evidence convinces me tha, mulhall, 
Emery, and his associates, with the ap- 
proval of the respongible officers of the Na- 
Uuonai Association oi Manulacturers, did in- 
fluence ‘egisiation, did prevent the enact- 
ment of laws, did force the appo.ntiment upon 
committees or subcommittees of certain men 
believed to be necessary for the carrying out 
of their schemes, aiiu preventéa other men 
they believed inimical to their interests 
from being placed thereon. | 

“ They dd, by the expenditure of exorbi- 
tant sums of money, aid and attempt to ald in 
ihe eiection of those they believed wou 
readily serve their interests, and by the 
same means sought to and did accomplish 
the defeat of others they opposed. 

“In carrying out these multifarious activi- 
ties they did not hesitate as to means, but 
made use pf any method of corruption found 
to be effectual. They did not hesitate to 
use the employés of the government in the 
very capitol itself. And, as is shown by 
literally hundreds of items in the Mulhall 
expense accounts, by the purchase of or- 
ganized labor men to betray their fellows in 
election campaigns and strike breaking 
activities, they instituted a new and com- 
plete system of commercialized treachery. 


Cites Effrontery on Stand, 

“The naive effrontery shown upon the 
witness stand by the officers of the National 
Association of Manufacturers in assuming 
that the committee would accept at face 
value the bald denials and ridiculous evasion 
and perversion of the meaning of actions, all 


too plainly corrupt and sinister, and would . 


simply and guilelessly make these explana- 
tions their own and attempt to hand the de- 
ception on to their colleagues and the public, 
cannot be permitted to pass without mention. 
Their attitude was that the American con- 
gress was considered by them as their legis- 


lative department and viewed with the same | 


arrogant manner in which they. viewed their 
other employés, and that those legislators 
who dared to oppose them would be disci- 
plined in the same manner on which they 
were accustomed to discipline recalcitrant 
employés. 

“While many abuses in the legislative 
methods of the house have been corrected. it 
is all important that’reform in the legislative 
methods of the house must be further con- 
tinued and made drastic and complete. To 
obtain social justice we must see that there 
is no opportunity for perversion of the leg- 
islative machinery. We will not obtain this 
under a legislative system in which remains 
sO many opportunities for powerful infiu- 
ences to secretly hinder and delay the oper- 
ation of the lawmaking body’

INFORMER HACKED TO DEATH. 


Rocmmate of Slain Lithuanian Gives 
Himself Up-—Cache of Dynamite 
in House. 

Joliet, Tll., Dec. 9.—[Special. ]—Just as the 
police of Rockdale, near here, were plan- 
ning to raid the residence of Alsxander 
Tamasaukis, a political leader among the 
Lithuanians, Charles Aidukas, Tamasaukis’ 
roommate, walked into the station and said 
he had killed his friend with an ax in seif- 
defense. He walked to a cell and iell asleep 
in five minttes. 

The police say Tamasaukis had told them

Y. Mr. Van Wirt is expected to go before 
the grand jury tomorrow. 


Tells of Campaign Soliciting. 

Van Wirt’s testimony was that he sent a 
contribution of $500 in behalf of his corpora- 
tion to George M. Palmer in 1912 at the 
solicitation of Everett P. Fowler, to be used 
in paying party expenses at.the Baltimore 
convention. The check, indorsed by Palmez 
and also by Arthur A. McLean, was produced 
in evidence. 

Van Wirt said he had made three other con- 
tributicns to the Democratic state committee, 
one in 1911 for $500, to Norman E. Mack, an 
two others to Palmer in 1912. one of $2,000 
and one of $1,500. These three were, how- 
ever, his individual checks, he said, although 
he was later reimbursed by his company, 
None of them was ever reported. , 

Thomas J. Martin of Beacon, another con- 
tractor, testified he had sent a $500 contribu- 
tion to Philip Donahue, treasurer of Tam- 
many Halt, in 1912, but that he had given 
it “ voluntarily.”

Froeh- 
lich screamed, lurched from the step, stag- 
gered, and fell on his face in the grass. His

“and stayed to carry Froehlich across the 
street to a drug store.” 


Bullet’s Course Traced. 

An observer ran two blocks to thé residence 
of Dr. Julius Hess at 5501 Prairie avenue, 
who ordered the wounded man taken te 
Englewood hospital. 

There Dr; Carl Langer, chief surgeon, 
formed an operation. He found the bullet 
had entered the left side of the abdomen, 
traveled around the front and almost 
emerged from the right side.. Froehlich 
weighs about 250 pounds. 

W. D. Puff, manager of the Tithes Square 
concern, said at first he thought ‘robbery 
must have been the motive, but the fact that 
no attempt was made to take ich’s 
large diamond ring or his wallet @ ap- 
pear to disprove that. Puff says he knows 
of no enemy Froehlich had. 

The police of Hyde Park, Englewood, and 
Fiftieth street are at work on the case, They 
learned the victim had been involved in a 
lawsuit some four years ago, but could ses 
no connection between that and last night’s 
assault. 

More importance is attached to the part 
Froehlich took in the prosecution of two men 
who assaulted his friend, Isaac Hirsch of 
450 Oakwood boulevard, at Mather and 
Desplaines streets six weeks ago. The men 
were paroled for a year and the police do 
not know their present whereabouta,

Postoffice Inspector Stuart is investigating 
the letter sent to Arnold, threatening to 
“ get’ him because of his inquiry into the 
Oak Park police department, 


Admits Facts in Statement. 

When a reporter for Tum Trisunez inter- 
viewed Chief Lee he admitted the facts con- 
tained in a typewritten statement in posses- 
sion of the reporter substantially were the 
game as the facts brought before the trus- 
tees. The statement was written from the 
facts made public by Lembke. 

“Tt is stated by Mr. Lembke and by at least 
one witness that for some considerabie time 
gambling games were operated at the home

|“ Personally,” said the mayor, “I favor a 
comprehensive subway system first, and seo- 
ond a system for the elevated lines and a 
subway for the surface lines as a last resort. 
But on a referendum the opposition to the 
surface subway would/be great unless some- 
thing more is done for the west side. 

“ The question of using the city’s bonding 
power of $18,000,000 or $20,000,000 for this 
purpose can be submitted to the voters,”

HOUSE HEARS ATTACK. 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Representative 
McKellar of Tennessee, author of a bill 
charging the cold storage ‘“ egg kings " with 
responsibility for high prices, assailed the 
department of agriculture today for its state- 
ment relating to prices. 

‘I regret exceedingly,’’ Mr. McKellar said, 
“that the department of agriculture, the 
day after I made an argument in the house 
in an attempt to aid the American people 
in maintaining their food supply at ea lower 
price, should have published a report which 
apparently is an effort of the department to 
whitewash the cold storage men and belittle 
my efforts. 

“I personally asked the department for 
information as to how the production of 
eggs for 1918 compared with production of 
preceding years and was informed it did not 
have such information. It is certainly an 
interesting query as to how the department 
got the inside statistics on the action of the 
pullets of the country for the last two weeks. 
Evidently the pullets have talked more lately 
than the packers have.”’

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TANGO DEBATE A NEAR RIOT 


Ald. Held Adjourns Massmeeting 
Called to Discuss Evils. 


HEARERS HISS AND BLUSH. 


One Speaker Declares Dance Ruinous 
to Woman’s Figure. 


A massmeeting to discuss the suppression 
of the tango, held last night, came close to 
the riot stages before it was summarily ad- 
journed by Ald. Heid in Victoria hall, Mad- 
ison street and Western avenue. 

The alderman, who is a member of the 
council tango committee, asserted he did not 
know what kind of a meeting it was to be, 
or he would not have attended. He charac- 
terized it as a “jealous quarrel between 
dancing masters."" Notices were scattered 
through the district announcing the meet- 
ing and telling people to ‘‘ leave your daugh- 
ters at home, as the evidence submitted will 
be unfit for youthful ears.’ 

The “ evidence’”’ caused blushes on the 
faces of some of mature years and shouts 
of laughter from others. There weré many 
women and girls present. 


Hisses and Shouts Unrestrained. 


Hisses and shouts were unrestrained after 
an exchange of compliments between Louis 
Guyon, who authorized the meeting, and W. 
J. Ashton, secretary of the Chicago Dancing 
Masters’ association, who came over to 
demonstrate how the tango is taught by the 
members of the association. 

Ashton had many young persons with him 
who cheered his statements to the effect that 
it was the evil in Guyon’s mind which caused 
him to see evil in the tango as taught by the 
Dancing Masters’ association. 

Ald. Pretzel, chairman of the council com- 
mittee, presided for a short time, but left 
early. Second Deputy Chief Funkhouser 
also was there for a short time, but left 
without making his presence known. 


Mulligan Goes Into Details. 


The principal speech attacking the tango 
was made by George Mulligan, former chief 
trial attorney for the city. 
sensations brought about by dancing the 
tango and told of the movements which, he 
asserted, led to immorality. He called the 
tango indecent, immoral, suggestive, repul- 
sive.

The chart showed also that 14 cents worth 
of bacon, prunes, bananas, or pork chops 
would do the work of 45 cents worth of eggs: 
T cents worth of raisins or whole wheat 
bread, 17 cents worth of cream cheese, and 
27 cents worth of cottage cheese; 16 cents 
worth of milk or parsnips, and 28 cents worth 
of apples.

FEAR WASTE OF FUNDS. 


Federal and State Departments, | 


with Co-operation, Is

Philadeiphia. Pa. Dec. %.—RFedera! aid for 
highways throughout the United States, un- 
less planned upon some comprehensive sys- 
tem, was not favored by speakers today be- 
fore the tenth annual convention of tne 


_American Road Buiiders’ association in ses- 


sion here. 

Several speakers declared the numerous 
bills now before congress providing for fed- 
eral aid for good roads are designed more 
to open “‘ pork barrels’ than to give the 
states good, permanent highways. 

S. Percy Hooker, state superintendent of 
highways of New Hampshire, said he did not 
favor federal aid under present proposed 
schemes. If federal aid is to come, he said, 
there should be a federal department of roads 
afd each state should have a similar depart- 
ment. He outlined how these departments 
snould work together. 


Against Giving States Free Rein. 

Nelson P. Lewis, chief engineer of the 
board of estimate of New York City, said he 
Was against government aid if federai money 
is to be poured into the states to let the states 
build as they please or if the national! gov- 
ernment steps in and builds roads as it de- 
sired, 

Harold Parker, former chairman of the 
Massachusetts highway commission, also de- 
clared that any federal legislation at this 
time would be wrong, because there is no 
}reeent prospect of an agreement on the 
form federal aid should take. 

State Highway Engineer A. N. Johnson of

Jolnson's” avowed faith in the Tice bill by 
el ge ti ate it a model for a national road 
aw. 

Among other speakers today was Gov. 
Terer, who said that roads should not be 
Lilt on the word of idealists or theorists, 


~ tut should be constructed by practical men. 


President Hill Opens Sessions. 
“amuel Hill of Seattle, Wash., president 
uf the assoc’ation, opened the day’s sessions. 
‘No similar body of men representing so 
wide an area throughout which the Eng- 
lish language is spoken,” he said, ‘‘ has 
ever been assembled to discuss the question 
of road transportation, as is gathered in 
Mhilagelphia today. The organization for 
the maintenance and construction of roads 
will find its source of income coming from 
one of four channels—money by gift or grant, 
money from direct taxation, money from de- 
ferred taxation through the issuance of 
bonds, or the utilization of labor of convicts, 
‘““We may have vast sums of money in 
nand and an army of laborers. To effectuate 
the purposes of this congress there must 
be education of two kinds. First of all, the 
education of the public in the importance 
of puttifg this work in the hands of com- 
petent men; second, there should be in every 
ugricultural college throughout the United 
States and Canada, and also in the larger 
institutions, courses of instruction where 
students could be taught road building and 
highway engineering on the broadest lines. 


Urges Marking Canadian Boundary. 
‘IL deplore the attitude of mind which 
seeks to array class against class in America 
and which falsely pronounces that the inter- 
ests of the user of the road for pleasure are 
not the same as the user of the highway for 
the transportation of farm products. The 
votes which have carried road legislation in 
Washington and in Oregon have been‘those 
Sf the tillers of the soil. 

‘If the Dominion of Canada and the U nited 
States should see fit to join in the erection at 
the boundary line across the American con- 
tinent, at such suitable points as may be de- 
termined where highways pass between the 
nations, of such memorials, I believe a serv- 
ice will be rendered to these countries and 
to the world at large. 

‘To the erection of such memorials many 
prominent Canadians have given cordial in- 
dorsement, and Secretary Bryan has author- 
ized me to state to this convention that the 


. project meets with his hearty approval.”’

Income Tax Puzzles. 


Solution of problems arising under the new Federal Income Tax law, by Elias 
H. Henderson, counsel for the Union Trust Company. 

Answers hereunder are not a conclusive determination of the law, but are suffi- | 
ciently definite and a reliable guide until the treasury department shall further pre- 
scribe and the courts shall define and interpret the various provisions of the act. 


QUESTION NO. 100. r 
If a man has an income of $3,500 and is 
single, does he pay a tax on the whole $3,500 
or on just the amount in excess of his ex- 
emption? I. R, 


Answer. 

A single person is entitled to an ex- 
emption of $3,000. He will have to pay a 
tax of lper cent on $500, being the amount 
of his income in excess of his personal 
exemption. 


QUESTION NO. 101. 

1 desire to refer to you the following income 
tax question. Where a party-has made a 
long term lease on land in which tax matters 
are covered by the following paragraph: 

“The parties of the second part covenant 
and agree that in addition to said rent they 
will pay all taxes, water rates, charges and 
assessments, of every name, nature, and de- 
scription, ordinary and extraordinary, gen- 
eral and special, that may be levied or im- 
posed upon said premises and all improve- 
ments thereon, from and after, etc.” 

Should the lessee provide the amount of 
this tax or withhold it from rentals paid 
lessor? Ww. 8. J. 


Answer. 

Unless the amount of rental paid by the 
lessee to the lessor exceeds $3,000 per an- 
num, the lessee is not required to with- 
hold the 1 per cent tax.

(a) A certificate claiming exemption 
should be attached to coupons when pre- 
senting them to a bank for collection. If 
your income is in excess of $3,000 you 
should include in your return the amount 
received from corporation coupons and 
state whether or not you have claimed 
your exemption when presenting them 
for payment.

(c) No prior notice need be given the 
corporation. Attaching the certificate of 
exemption to bond coupons is sufficient.

(a) Under the ruling of the treasury de- 
partment Oct. 81, 1913, “‘ income of indl- 
viduals which is not fixed or certain, such 
as income of farmers, merchants, agents, 
compensated on commission basis, law- 
yers, doctors, authors, investors, and 
other professional persons with no fixed 
annual income, are exempt from the nor- 
mal tax of 1 per cent being withheld at 
the source.” Mr. A. is required, under the 
law, to make his personal return to the 
collector of internal revenue. If he fails 
to make the return he is subject to a pen- 
alty, and for fraudulent return he is sub- 
ject to a fine of $2,000 and one year’s im- 
prisonment, 

(b) If the collaborator actually receives 
the $15,000 for his services he will have to 
pay the income tax thereon.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Charges by 
Senator Owen, chairman of the banking and 
currency committee, that the Republicans 
were trying to delay the currency bill and 
waste time by insisting upon the presence 
of a quorum, broke into the progress of the 
currency debate in the senate tonight. 

For an hour and a half a wordy battle 
waged across the party dividing line of the 
chamber, threatening at times to break the 
bounds of senate proprieties. The Republic- 
ans endeavored to show that Senator Owen 
himself had occupied time “ uselessly "’ in de- 
bate, and that the Democrats had repeatedly 
absented themselves from the senate and ig- 
nored ita business, 

The altercation grew out of a statement 
by Senator Weeks, wh@presented figures to 
show that from 8:30 until 9:20 o'clock to- 
night counts of the senate taken at ten 
minute intervals showed far less than a 
quorum and in the majority of cases more 
Republicans than Democrats present.

He presented a list of more than a score 
of waiting legislative subjects, with the 
declaration that congress was denying the 
country relief while it filibustered over the 
currency Dill.

Dodges the Issue, 


SAYS HE FACED DEFICIT. 


Asserts Date Chosen by Dencen 
as Basis for Statement 
Is Unfair.

Springfield, Tll., Dec. 9.—In a statement 
made today Gov. Dunne challenges the as- 
sertion of former Gov. Charles S. Deneen, 
made Dec. 3, in answer to the statement of 
the state tax commission following the fixing 
of the state tax rate for 1914 at 70 cents. 

Declaring that the former governor does 
not deny the facts as set forth, Gov. Dunne 
asks why Mr. Deneen selected Jan. 1, 1913, 
as the date upon which to show the condi- 
tion of the state treasury, instead of Feb. 3, 
the date upon which the Republican treas- 
urer turned over the office to his Democratic 
successor. On Feb. 3, 1913, Gov. Dunne says, 
there was a balance of $2,660,306 in the treas- 
ury to take care of outstanding liabilities 
aggregating $5,254,853. 


Says Deneen Dodged Issue. 

The statement of Gov. Dunne foliows: 

“Upon my return from Washington I 
find in the public press of Dec. 3 a statement 
by former Gov. Deneen in answer to the 
statement issued on Noy. 29, by the state 
tax commission of this state in which it is 
pionted out that by failure to fix adequate 
tax rates in the years 1911 and 1912 the state

“In this statement of Gov. Deneen he does

Feared Special Session.

LONG A CHICAGO RESIDENT. 


Father of Original “Daughter of the 
Press Club.”

Clerks and Head of Their Organization 
Forward Complaints to Washington 
Regarding Conditions in Chicago. 


Numerous protests concerning conditions 
under which postal employés work in the 
main postoffice are being lodged with the offi- 
clals of the postoffice department at Wash- 
ington. 

Frank Rogers, president of the United Na- 
tional Association of Postal Clerks, yester- 
day complained to First Assistant Post- 
master General Roper that the clerks are 
required to work where they are subjected to 
danger of injury and death from accidents 
incident to a remodeling of the floors. 

He said a laborer at work a few days ago 
sealing up a light shaft dropped a monkey 
wrench which fractured the skull of one of 
the clerks sorting mail beneath. 

Oscar F. Nelson, state factory inspector 
and former president of the National] Fed- 
eration of Postoffice Clerks, who isin Wash- 
ington, asked the house postoffice committee 
to appropriate $50,000 to be used for auto- 
matic promotions of clerks to the $1,300 
grade. He said the basement of the main 
postoffice is a menace to the health of the 
employés.

FEAR RISK OF BATTLE IN MINE. 


Utah Sheriffs Hold Council and Decide 
to Guard Entrances Until Mexican’s 
Fate Is Determined. 


Bingham, Utah, Dec. 9.—Although miners 
worked today without fear of being harmed 
in the parts of the Utah-Apex mine, no 
sheriff or deputy has penetrated the tunnels 
in search of Ralph Lopes, slayer of six men.

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GET WATER TODAY 


City Officials Rush Repairing 
of Broken Main Which | 
Caused Famine. 


BIG PLANTS SHUT DOWN. 


Thousands of Workers Idle as 
Supply Is Diverted to 
the Hospitals. 


Cincinnati, O., Dec. 9.—Relief from the | 


serious conditions caused by a water famine 
in this city due to the breaking of a huge 
water main has been promised by city offi- 
cials early tomorrow. 

Work on repairing the break had pro- 


- gressed so rapidly today that the city en- 


gineer felt confident water would be allowed 
to flow through the main early tomorrow 
and that normal conditions would be re- 
sumed by noon. 

As had been predicted by the waterworks 
department, the water supply in the central 
part of the city again failed this afternoon. 
However, most of the manufacturing plants 
did not attempt to open today, and the water 
that they would have used was diverted to 
hospitals, hotels, restaurants, and other 
places in which it was vitally needed. 

It was estimated that more than 60,008 
people were thrown out of employment tem- 
porarily by the shutting down of manufac- 
turing plants. 

Tonight conditions were slightly improved, 
except in hotels, which still refused to allow 
bathing privileges to their guests. 

It is not probable the schools will reopen 
tomorrow, except in districts where a supply 
of filtered water is obtainable.

Speakers at’ Anti-Vivisection 
Congress Condemn Cruelty 
to Dumb Animals. _ 


FLAILROCKEFELLERPLAN 


Institute for Experimenting De- 
nounced; Strict Super- 
vision Is Urged. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 9.—Cruelty to ani- 
mals by vivisectors and needless infliction 
of pain in any other form were vigorously 
denounced at the opening: session here today 
of the International Anti-Vivisection and 
Animal Protection congress. 

The speeches ranged from a bitter attack 
by Edward H. Telement of Boston, president 
of the congress, upon the Rockefeller insti- 
tute experimenters to denunciation by Ernest 
Thompson Seton against cruel methods of 
trapping animals. ; 

Dr. Hamilton F. Bigger of Cleveland, per- 
ronal physician of John D. Rockefeller, spoke 
in favor of restriction of vivisection to small- 
est possible proportions 

“Scores of dogs.”’ he said, “‘ are slaugh- 
tered in laboratories of medical colleges for 
no other object than grandstand exhibition, 
with no beneficial results to medical science. 
Vivisection should be limited and under 
strict surveillance. To open the doors of 


all vivisection laboratories is absolutely es- | 


sential to give assurance that humane méth- 
ode will prevail there.”’ 


Seton Deplores Trapping Animals. 


Ernest Thompson Seton said there was no 


good reason why skins of animals should not. 


be worn, but there should be no unnecessary 
suffering for the animals. He deplored the 
use of the steel trap, in which, he said, ‘* ani- 
mals are sometimes held for days or weeks 
before they slowly starve or freeze to death.”’ 

Frederick P. Bellamy of Brooklyn declared 
no investigation could be forced of reports 
that at certain hospitals children were in- 
oculated with. serums of loathsome diseases 
by experimenters and dangerous tests were 
often performed on healthy ignorant people. 

He said one physician had acknowledged 
in a recent issue of a medical journal that he 
had sprayed the poison of smallpox, scarlet 
fever, and diphtheria into the throats and

“"'The dog which turned and lapped. the 
vivisector’s hand after a red hot iron had 
been run into its eye,’’ added the senator, 
“ stands a better chance to reach paradise 
than the brutal human being who go need- 
lessly tortured the dumb animal.”

Committee of “Safety at Sea” 
Congress in London 
Makes Proposal. 


RAFTS FOR THE OTHERS. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

LONDON, Dec. 9.—The subcommittee of 
the international congress on safety of life 
at sea, dealing, with lifeboats and the man- 
ning of lifeboats, adopted a resolution today 
implying that the principle of ‘‘ boats for 
all ’’ need not be insisted on. | 

The subcommittee’s proposal is for boats 
for 75 per cent of the maximum number of | 
passengers of a vessel with rafts and col- 
lapsible boats for 25 per cent. 

The proposal must be indorsed by the full 
conference to be adopted in the report. The 
British delegates support the plan. 

The question of manning, especially in 
reference to the handling of lifeboats, is 
now occupying the attention of the subcom- 
\mtittee, 


Split Over Manning Boats. 

The British Seamén’s union demands that 
two able seamen be provided for each boat, 
as provided for in the La Follette bill in the 
United States congréss. American seamen 
are using their influence in the conference to 
win support for the British proposal. 

A compromise is being-comsidered by the 
subcommittee whereby certified boat hands 


crew, such as cooks and firemen, instead of 
sailors only being eligible. The Seamen’s 
anion {8 opposed to this, contending that 
stewards and other members of the crew who 
are not sailors cannot be efficient substitutes 
for able seamen. 


Compromise May Be Effected. 

A@vocates of the compromise contend that 
the adoption of the plan to have two able sea- 
men in every lifeboat would result in the 
ateainers being overmanhed and there would 
be no work for the increased staffs, eepecial- 
ly on occasions when the number of passen- 
gers was below normal. 

This suggestion was met by the argument 
that the British regulation governing €mi- 
grant ships might be applied to the others, 
namely, that the number of able seamen be 
in proportion to the size of the ship but could 
be diminished when there is not a full com- 
plement of passengers,

Bayonne, N. J., Concern Victim of Loans 
Which It Had Made to Men of New 
York City.

FAIL TO CURTAIL 
POWER OF KAISER 


Socialists in Reichstag De- 
feated When They At- 
tack Chancellor. 


REFUSES TO QUIT POST. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

BERLIN, Dec. 9.—Socialist members of the 
reichstag today offered a resolution which, 
if passed, would have taken the preroga- 
tive of appointing the imperial chancellor 
fridm the kaiser and vested it in the parlia- 
ment. 

Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the chancel- 


| lor, defied the parliament to take this action, 


and the fate of the proposal was sealed when 
the leader of the center party announced he 
and his followers would not support it. He 
announced he was supporting ‘‘ not the chan- 
cellor but the German nation.” 

The proposal was the outcome of the failure 
of the chancellor to announce to parliament 
the course he had undertaken to settle the 
disturbances in Alsace. Dr. von Bethmadnn- 
Hollweg announced that he had no intention 
of resigning, as had been demanded by his 
opponents. 


Seeks to Obtain Boycott. 

The Socialist resolution Was introduced by 
Philip Scheidemann. It sought to make the 
imperial chancellor responsible to the house 
for the acts of the emperor, and provided 
for his dismissal on the demand of the house. 
Scheidemann appealed to the house to refuse 
to vote supplies until Chancellor von Beth- 
mann-Holiweg had either resigned or been 
dismissed by the emperor. 

The speaker referred to the recent incidents 
at Zabern and lamented that the “clever 
stateemanship and the policy of peace shown 
abroad by Germany had not been manifested 
in the interior of the country.” 

"YT warn the house,” he said, “ against 
failuré to follow itg vote of censure on the 
government with the necessary steps to es- 
tablish the responsibility of parliament and 
to clip the wings of the miilitary in the coun- 
try. The aroused popular opinion of the 
nation is now behind parliament, and will 
support it in limiting the monarchial power 
by a legislative act. Parliament should re- 
fuse to discuss the bucget until its terms 


have been accepted.” 


Reply Made by Chancellor. 

Dr. Bethmann-Hollweg replied with his an- 
nouncement that he had not resigned and did 
not intend to as a consequence of the vote of 
non-confidence passed by the house Dec. 4 

“This vote,” he said, “ was not similar to 
votes of censure in countries governed pure- 
ly by parliaments. To the chancellor that 
vote merely signified that he and the imperia! 
parliament held different opinions. In Ger- 
many the emperor alone has the right of 
appointing the ‘imperial chancelior. It is 


utterly unconstitutional to attempt to bring . 


pressure on his majesty, either by votes of 
non-confidence or by the refusal of supplies 
and the proposal of amendments to the con- 
stitution to meet his unbending resistance.”

President Judson Calls Meet- 
ing of Marcon Board to 
Vote on Contest. 


ADVICE DESIRED. 


Favorable Action Likely to Be 


Taken, as It Is Felt Coach 
Approves Plan. 


‘ BY MAROON. 
President Harry Pratt Judson of the U ni- 


' versity of Chicago took a hand in the ne- 


gotiations for a 1914 Maroon-Harvard foot- 
ball game yesterday, when he called q meet- 
ing of the board of physical culture and ath- 
letics for this afternoon to consider the 
proposed battle. The action of the uni- 
versity head in insuring quick action and 
favorable opihions expressed by faculty 
members sent the prospects for the inter- 
sectional contest higher than they have been 
since the Crimson authorities offered Coach 
Stagg a date last week. 

The board members will be expected to dis- 
cuss all the reasons for and against the game 
that have been flying about the campus for 
the last three days, and it is likely that 
a definite vote will be iakenh: In case Presi- 
dent Judson receives a strong recommenda- 
tion in favor of the game from Coach Stagg 
this morning it is thought the director’s ad- 
vice will be followed, as it is the Maroon 
policy to give Coach Stagg free sway in the 
matter of the schedule. 

Stagg’s Views Desired. 

If no further word is rewived from Coach 
Stagg, the board will either settle the case 
as it sees fit or wire the director for his opinion. 
It is felt at the Midway that Coach Stagg wants 
the game, but the only word received from him 
so far has been his message with the information 
that Harvard had offered the date of Oct. 31 for 
a meeting at Cambridge. 

The Maroon, authorities cheered ‘the students 
yesterday by declaring that Harvard had not 
definitely refused to come to Chicago in 1915. 
With this phase of the matter still uncertain, 
the board may decide to ask Harvard for infor- 
mation and postpone final action. 

Coach Stagg may have a chance to talk with 
the board members personally before the final 
action is taken, ag he is expected home from 
Pinehurst some time next week. He told his 
friends when he left for North Carolina thta he 
intended to be"back by Dec. 18, and it Is thought 
that he will not extend his vacation if he thinks 
his schedule plans are likely to suffer. 

Ne Dignity Lost by One Game. 

One of the Maroon officials, who will make a 
talk for the game today, said he was not in sym- 
pathy with the idea that Chicago's dignity would 
suffer if the Maroons were to play next fall with- 
out the certainty of a return game. He affirmed 


that Chicago’s dignity had already been subserved | 
a! | tour to prevent the Feds from offering their play- 


to a noticeable degree by the offer from Harvard. 
The professor stated that the fact that Harvard 
had singled out Chicago for a game was hardly 
appreciated by those who speak of the belittling 
possibilities of a one-year contract. 

While the members of the Chicago board ex- 
pressed a desire to kéep out of the limelight pending 
the action of the body, they were interested 
enovgh to defend Chicago's position from the 
derogatory remarks of Coach Williams of Min- 
nesota, who Géclared at a Minneapolis banquet 
that ‘‘ if Minnesota is barred from playing Miehi- 
gan there is no possible reason why Chicago 
should be allowed to play Harvard or any other 
of the big non-conference teams.” Coach Wil- 
liame’ remark was characterized as misleading. 


Rule to Ealk Williams, 


The Maroone declared that Coach Williams could

Because of his poor showing against Jack

Packey Dodges Friends. 

The south side glove wielder returned to 
Chicago yesterday. Instead of joining his 
friends in the parlor car on the return trip, 
Packey hid himself in one of the day coaches 
and as soon as the train reached the depot 
dashed away without even bidding his 
friends good-by. He was in a grouchy mood 
after the contest and had little te say about 
his exhibition. 

McFarland'’s manager, Emil Thiry, said 
he does not know anything of his fighter's 
intentions. No @outs have been scheduled 
for Packey, but it is a certainty if he ever 
dons the gloves again the contests will not 
take place in this section. For some un- 
known reason McFarland always battles 
better in rings far removed from his home. 


Suspension for McFarland? 
Walter H. Liginger, chairman of the W!s- 
consin boxing commission, will call a meet- 
ing this week to take action against McFarland 
for his fallure to weigh in at 8 o'clock on the day 
of the fight. Although Packey contended the match 
was a catchweights affair, the commission insisted 
that McFarland weigh to determine whether he was 
ten pounds heavier than his opponent. Liginger 
said the commission undoubtedly would prohibit 
Packey from boxing in the state for six months.

New York Central, American Sugar, and Amerti- 
can ‘Telephone and Telegraph. In other words, 


the pronounced weakness in this quarter seemed. 


to have become isolated. At any rate the liquida- 
tion In these issues appeared to be a special. 
liquidation which did not affect the main list of 
stocks. Nevertheless the setback in the market 
was the most decided that it has suffered since 
the upward movement began in an aggressive way 
a week or so ago, and varying inferences were 
drawn from it. Those who think that the market 
is entitied to a further advance were not dis- 
couraged by the decline. They pointed out that 
Tuesday is the traditionally reactionary day in a 
bull market; that. the gains canceled were in- 
significant as compared with the total extent of 
the ground gained; that the low levels were the 
high levels of a day or so ago, and that prices have 
exhibited their ability to go up and stay up despite 
undeniably adverse developments.
